PAL REBUKED Bt 
DREWER. NAMED 
AS HIS KILLER 


Burnett Told Him of, 
Shooting Gang Leader. 


Lawrence Drewer, East Side 
bank robber and gang leader, 
was shot to death last Jan. 4 by 
Joseph Burnett, a fofmer convict 
and associate of Drewer’s after 
a quarrel in which Drewer accused 
Burnett of “talking too much” 
according to information given the 
Circuit Attorney's, office, it was 
announced today. 

Information about the murder 
was given authorities by Robert 
Lee Robertson, hoodlum and gang- 
ster, who told police the story of 
the killing was related to him 
by Burnett on two occasions in 
Chicago a week after Drewer was 
killed, 

Burnett now is in jail at Ed- 
wardsville, III., under a 25- to 30- 
year sentence for robbery. Rob- 
ertson, a former me r of the 
Drewer gang, is awaiting sen- 
tence in United States District 
Court at Springfield, III., for post 
office robbery, 

The Drewer case will be pre- 
sented to the grand jury next 
Tuesday, it was learned, at which 
time Robertson will. be brought 
here to testify. 

Two other St. Louls gangsters, 
Frank (Buster) Wortman and 
Frank (Cotton) Eppelsheimer, 
were linked to the murder in 
Robertson’s signed statement. An- 
other gangster, Virgil Summers, 
was named by Robertson as Drew- 
er's companion the night he was 
killed. Summers’ whereabouts is 


Robertson’s Story. 

Events leading up to the mur- 
der, as Robertson said Burnett 
related them to him, were these: 
On the morning of the killing, 
Burnett was picked up in Collins- 
ville by Drewer and Summers and 
driven to a lonely spot on a back 
road. Drewer was in the rear 
seat and the other two in the 
front. Drewer flatly accused Bur- 
nett, who gt the time was free 
on an appeal bond from the long 
prison sentence, of talking too

$78,000,000 in war contracts.

That 
occurred on numerous occasions, 
Campbell said.

FEWER JULY 4 FATALITIES 
THAN HAD BEEN PREDICTED 


Total Was 205, With Traffic Acci- 
dents Causing 100, and 51 
Drownings. 

NEW YORK, July 5 (AP)— 
The nation celebrated a compara- 
tively safe and sane Fourth of 
July. Fireworks caused nine 
deaths, but the total of violent 
deaths was far below the estimate 
made by the National Safety 
Council. 

A survey showed at least 205 
persons suffered violent deaths. 
Traffic accidents led the list of 
fatalities with 100. At least 51 per- 
sons drowned in holiday outings, 
while violent deaths from miscel- 
laneous causes totaled 54. On the 
Fourth of July last year 159 per- 
sons suffered violent deaths. 

The National Safety Council had 
estimated deaths for the four- 
day holiday, with 275 traffic fatal- 
ities. It had forecast 75 traffic 
deaths yesterday. 

In Missouri five persons were 
killed in traffic accidents and one 
was drowned and there was one 
other violent death. There were 
six traffic fatalities in Illinois, one 
person drowned and there was one 
other violent death.

NEW YORK, July 5 — Amplifi- 
cation of United States proposals 
of means to prevent the use of 
atomic energy for destructive pur- 
poses and to promote “peaceful 
applications of atomic energy and 
its by-products for the material 
benefit for the peoples of the 
world” was submitted today to 
the Working Committee of the 
United Nations Atomic Energy 
Commission. 

It is expected that the commit- 
tee will make public report next 
week of progress thus far in for- 
mulating recommendations subject 
to consideration by members of 
the 12-nation commission. 

“The core of any system for 
control of atomic energy is ef- 
fective dominion over all uranium 
and thorium and their fissionable 


derivatives,” the American memo- 
randum, drawn by. Ferdinand 
Eberhardt, set forth. “The degree 
of effectiveness of such controls 
over these fissionable materials 
is the measure.of success of our 
undertaking. 

“To be fully effective, such con- 
trols must attach firmly to all 
uranium and thorium from the 
moment they are produced and 
must remain in effect as long as 
they exist in a state or quantity 
susceptible of dangerous use. Any 
uranium or thorium in unauthor- 


ized hands is a threat to the 


entire system of control and thus 
to the maintenance of peace.” 

The charter of an international 
Atomic Development Authority as 
conceived by Bernard Baruch, 
United States representative, who 
presented a plan directed at world 
supervision of atom power and

Brixner branded as false a 
broadcast report that the bomb 
exploded three seconds too soon, 
He said it went off “within a tenth 
of a second of the expected time. 

Blandy would not give the loca- 
tion of the burst, but said that 
despite the fact “it was not pre- 
cisely where we wanted, we still 
got a very satisfactory hit.” 

While preparing for Test 
“Baker,” which will test the atom 
bomb’s effect on ships’ hulls in 
contrast to the first test against 
the topsides, Joint Task Force 
One has been evaluating the re- 
sults of Test Able.

IN POLAND LEAVE 
47 DEAD, 60 HURT 


40 Killed in Kielce After 
Rumor Sweeps City 
That Jews Murdered 15 
Children.

KIELCE, Poland, July 5 (UP)— 
The toll in the Kielce pogrom 
mounted today to 40 dead and 60 
wounded, while the terror-stricken 


survivors of the Jewish colony 
huddled, trembling and sobbing, 
behind the protective iron gate of 
the city jail. 

Lying in rows in the municipal 
hospital were the bloody, battered 


bodies ef 36 Jews, including nine 


women and one prematurely born 
infant girl, who were killed in the 
seven-and-a-half hour outbreak 
yesterday. 

A Polish Army second lieuten- 
ant, a member of the Polish secret 
police, and two non-Jewish Poles 
also were killed. 

All of the victims were beaten 
or kicked to death—none had.been 
shot. 

In addition to the Jews killed 
here, seven others were dragged 
from a train and beaten to death 
in the nearby village of Piekw- 
szow by crowds which shouted 
“kill the Jews.” 

The uprising centered around 
the Jewish headquarters in down- 
town Kielce. In a courtyard ad-

BUTTER, LAUNDRY, 
ULEANING PRICES 
RISE IN ST. LOUNS 


Meat Remains High De- 


Livestock Receipts at 
Stockyards. » 


Price increases on butter, laun- 
dry and dry cleaning were re- 
ported in St. Louis today as the 
cost of living continued to rise 
following removal of price con- 
trols. 

St. Louis Dairy Co, today raised 
the price of butter 5 cents to 69 
cents a pound. This followed a 
1-cent-a-quart increase in the price 
of milk by leading dairies Wednes- 
day. 

Unusually heavy shipments of 
livestock to National Stockyards 
indicated that meat soon will be 
more plentiful, but prices remained 
high. There were 1500 salable head 
of cattle on hand today, five 
times the normal Friday receipts; 
1500 calves, four times the usual 
supply, and 5500 hogs, also four 
times normal receipts. Sheep and 
lambs numbered a normal 1000. 

Prices were steady. Cattle 
brought a top price of $21 per 
hundredweight, compared to the 
old 317.90 ceiling price. Hogs 
brought a top of $16.50, com- 
pared to the former OPA ceiling 
of $14.80. ' 

The OPA area office was closed 
today, most of the workers having 
a holiday for the remainder of 
the week, but three telephone 
operators remained on duty to 
supply information. Most of the 
calls dealt with rent and eviction 
problems; a few were inquiries 
about continuing sugar rationing. 


Aldermen for Rent Control, 
A majority of the members of 
the Board of Aldermen favor 
adoption of rent-control legisla- 
tion by the city, if the aldermen 
have authority to pass such a 
law, a survey of aldermen by the 
Post-Dispatch indicated today. 

Of 19 board members reached, 
13 said they favored such legisla- 
tion. Six declined to comment, 
Alderman Herman Novack has an- 
nounced he will introduce a bill 
in the board Monday to limit in- 
creases on rooms, apartments and 
homes to 15 per cent above OPA 
ceiling levels. Violation of the or- 
dinance would be punishable by 
a maximum fine of $500 and up 
to six months’ imprisonment,

JERUSALEM, July 5 (AP)— 
Tension continued high in Pales- 
tine today despite the release of 
three British officers by their 
Jewish kidnapers and a British 
announcement that many of the 
Jews arrested last weekend in a 
drive to curb armed violence were 


being freed. : 

The three British officers, caged 
in wooden crates, were dumped 
unharmed from a truck in Tel 


Aviv last evening. They had been 
kidnaped June 18 by members of 
Irgun Zvai Leumi, Jewish under- 
ground resistance organization, 
and held as hostages to enforce 
Irgun demands for the commu- 
tation of death sentences imposed 
on two young Jews for shooting 
at British troops. 

Commutation of the death sen- 
tences was announced Wednesday 
by Lt. Gen. Sir Alan Cunningham, 
British high commissioner for 
Palestine. 

During the 16 days the officers 
were held they were kept chained 
by the wrists and were guarded 
by four Jews armed with pistols 
and a rubber truncheon, a British 
communique said. Ankle chains 
which had been placed on the of- 
ficers immediately after the kid- 
naping were removed on the sec- 
ond day of, their detention in re- 
sponse to their protests. 

The communique said the of- 
ficers were “visited five times by 
a masked man who told them 
they would be shot if they tried 
to escape.” 

For 48 hours prior to their re- 
lease all three officers had been 
on a hunger strike, the communi- 
que added. ;

Taft Amendment. 

Sponsored by Senator Taft 
(Rep.), Ohio, It would have re-

How Compromise Bill Meets 
Truman’s Objection on OPA 


‘WASHINGTON, July 5 (AP). 
HE compromise OPA bill sent to the Senate floor today modi- 
fies two of the three amendments Presideht Truman singled 
out for “fundamental objection” in his veto message. The third, 
outlawing so-called cost absorption by dealers of such things as 
automobiles, refrigerators and radios, remains intact. Here they 
are in the order Truman mentioned them:

Farm Products. 

Gives the Secretary of Agri- 
culture rather than the OPA 
administrator final say on 
what agricultural products can 
be kept under price ceilings.

OPA SHOWS COST 
OF LIVING HIGHER 


Prices of 28 Basic Items 
Up 8 Pct.—Meat, Rent, 


Milk Caught in Upward 
Spiral. 


NEW YORK, July 5 (AP)—The 
American laborer, business man, 
farmer and housewife paid more 
for many nécessaries today as the 
first week's test of a peacetime 
without price and rent ceilings 


drew to a close. 

Although some of the nation’s 
major cities and rural areas came 
through the first few OPA-less 
days without a noticable dent in 
the pocketbook, there was ample 
indication that most of the coun- 
try was not so fortunate. 

The Bureau of Labor Statistics 
in Washington reported yesterday 
that spot market prices of 28 basic 
commodities had increased 8 per 
cent since stabilization controls 
ended. 

Meat prices jumped in a major- 
ity of cities, although some indus- 
try spokesmen said they were still 
under black market levels and; 
would begin to ease downward 
once the long-bare counters were 
filled again. 

Butter and milk costs also in- 
creased but they were far behind 
the meat pace. Rent rises caused 
turmoil in many places. 

However, little or no change in 
these items was reported from 
such points as Chicago, Atlanta, 
Memphis, Columbus, Birmingham, 
Shreveport and the larger cities 
of Arkansas, which also had 
steady price levels in most other 
everyday commodities, 
“Meat up” was the reply from 
almost everywhere—it was up as 
much as 50 per cent in such 
points as Los Angeles, New York 
and San Bernardino, Calif. The 
rise at other places: Philadelphia, 
23 to 60 per cent; Omaha, beef 
40 per cent; Paducah, Ky., 35 per 
cent; Richmond, Va., ham and 
steak 85 per cent; Washington, 
7 to 8 cents a pound; Portland, 
Ore, 50 per cent wholesale and 


20 to 30 per cent retail. 

Also in an upward spiral were 
the costs of restaurant meals, 
hotel accommodations and bread, 
an Associated Press survey 
showed. 

Few other commodities reflected 
raises. Most retail items remained 
at wap levels under repeated 
vows of business and industry to 
hold the line until Congress acted. 
In New York the wholesale 
food price index of 31 commodi- 
ties was $4.54—highest since the 
$4.57 of July 29, 1920. ° 

Many of the price increases 
were attributed to the loss of 
Government subsidies, which end- 
ed June 30 when they were with- 
drawn pending congressional ac- 
tion on re-establishment of price 
control. 

In Washington, food officials 
estimated that the subsidies, 
which were costing the Govern- 
ment at the rate of about $1,455,- 
000,000 a year when price control 
ended, reduced the average con-

Chil- 
dress estimated the diversion 
would be at the rate of about 43,- 
000 tons a year, but said it was 
hoped the demands of the blast 
furnace might end by the middle 
of next winter. Ford had said 
the normal supply of Laclede 
coke for the St. Louis domestic 
market had been about 125,000 
tons a year in the past. 

“Laclede Gas owes a civic re- 
sponsibility to the citizens of St. 
Louis, who for a generation have 
taken their coke at prices profit- 
able to the company,” said Ford 
in a statement today. “St. Louisans 
bought domestic coke from this 
company when the foundries would 
not take it. Now when the found 
ries will take it, Laclede cuts out 
all their old domestic customers 
on sized coke and sells its produc- 
tion to the Koppers Co. 

“A great public utility which has 
profited immeasurably because of 
the business in which it is en- 
gaged, through the fact that St. 
Louis has become a smokeless city, 
owes something in return to our 
city. Its first consideration should 
shave been to help in the main- 
tenace of smoke elimination, not 
only for the benefit of the city 
but for its own selfish interest.” 

Ford said Laclede's action was 
“a body blow, at a time when our 
city is least able to stand it,” be- 
cause various other large sources 
of smokeless solid fuel had been 
lost to St. Louis. 

Critical of Laclede. 


He criticized Laclede for not no- 
tifying the city or the Smoke 
Elimination Committee of its di- 
version to Koppers. 

“We believe that, had we been 
informed,” he continued, “we 
might have taken steps in Wash- 
ington, if need be, or elsewhere, to 
locate coke for Koppers, which 
would have been prevented this 
done things before and it is my 
loss of coke to St. Louis.

AUDIT OF BOOKS 
SHOWS. SHERIFT 


Amount Reported Due in 
Funds Received From 
State for Transporting 
Prisoners.

An audit of the books of Sheriff 
John F. Dougherty shows the 
sheriff owes the city $1183 re- 
ceived from the state for the 
transportation of prisoners to the 


State Penitentiary in Jefferson 
City, Budget Director E. G. 
Schubkegel reported today. 

In his report on the audit to 
Comptroller Louis Nolte, Schub- 
kegel declared that the sheriff's 
books showed receipts of $24,181 
during the period Jan. 1, 1945, to 
last May 31, whereas deposits in 
the Industrial Bank & Trust Co. 
for the period were $28,089, leav- 
ing $3908 more on deposit than 
receipts shown on his books. 

Payments by the state to Dough- 
erty for the expense of transport- 
ing prisoners totaled $2262.20, 
which included four checks for 
$1601.30 which had not been en- 
tered in the sheriff's books as re- 
ceipts. Five other checks from the 
state for this purpose, totaling 
$660.60, were deposited in the 
bank, but were not carried as 
receipts. 

Only one check from the State 
for $240.40 had heen deposited by 
the Sheriff in the City Treasury 
as required by statute, the Budg- 
et director reported. 

“The sheriff had definitely not 
complied with the statute provi- 
sions in regard to necessary ex- 
penditures incurred in the per- 
formance of the duties of his 
office,” Schubkegel said, “He has 
made payments in cash and by 
check on his account as sheriff 
in violation of Section 15677 Re- 
vised Statutes of Mo. 1939. He 
has not deposited all monies re- 
ceived by him as provided in Sec- 
tion 15672.” 

City Counselor George L. Stemm- 
ler said he had received the re- 
port and would forward it today 
to Circuit Attorney James W. Grif- 
fin for his information and for 
“whatever action he deems prop- 
er.“ 

The audit disclosed that out of 
the $2502.30 received from the 
state, the sheriff's books showed 
actual disbursements of $1078.02 
for expenses of transpérting pris- 
oners. Of this, 5524,93 had been 
paid by checks and $553.09 in cash. 

Schubkegel said demand had 
been made on Dougherty for the 
unpaid receipts, but he said the 
sheriff had refused pending a 
ruling by Attorney General J. E. 
Taylor, who has been asked to 
interpret statutes relating to the 
handling of state fees and expense 
funds paid to Dougherty. The

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NUERN BERG TRIAL VALIDITY 
ATTACKED BY THE DEFENSE

NUERNBERG, July 5 (By 
Radio)—By a curious chance it 
befell that on Independence day 
defense counsel at the war crimes 
trial launched an all-out attack 
on the legality of the charter of 
the international military tribu- 
- nal. This instrument was charged 
by the defense with improvising 
laws taht are new and revolution- 
ary and therefore retroactive, It 
was accused of anticipating a phe- 
nomenon which has not yet come 
into being—namely the existence 
of a world state. The procedure, 
it was declared, denies in effect 
the sovereignty of the German 
commonwealth and could be im- 
posed only by victor upon van- 
quished. | 

The chosen spokesman is re- 
garded as Germany's foremost 
authority in his field, He is Prof, 
Hermann Jahrreiss, who now re- 
sides in Dresden but who former- 
ly occupied the chair of interna- 
tional and constitutional law at 
the University of Cologne. During 
the trial he has been acting as 
associate counsel for Col, Gen. 
Alfred Jodl. 

Dr. Jahrreiss, 51 years old, was 
an impressive figure as he strode 
to the lectern. His tall, stalwart 
frame was swathed in a robe of 
purple and black and was sur- 
mounted by a capacious head on 
which rested a helmet of thick, 
iron-gray hair. 

Jumps the Barrier. 

Hitherto the tribunal has per- 
emptorily suppressed any discus- 
sion as to the validity of its char- 
ter. On three grounds, Dr, Jahr- 
reiss was able to overleap the 
barrier. He was never a member 
of the National Socialist party 
and his discourse was not lacking 
in melancholy strictures against 
the excesses of the third Reich 
and the personality of its dicta- 


tor, Adolf Hitler, many of whose 


acts were declared to have been 
“outside the human pale.” 

The speakers’ polemics were 
couched in urbane and courteous 
language, With deliberate pur- 
pose, he refrained from citing 
German sources and drew his doc- 
umentary support exclusively 
from the wor of American, 
British and French scholars, 

Defense Po 

Among the points emphasized 
by this formidable champion of 
the accused were the following: 

The charter of the interna- 
tional military tribunal is based 
on a fallacious presumption— 
that beginnihg with the League 
of Nations covenant there has 
evolved in an unbroken stream 
a world-conscience as to right 
and wrong in international af- 
fairs, 

Woodrow Wilison’s peace cru- 
sade seemed to have been car- 
ried to a climax by the Kello 
Briand pact of 1918, which-ou 
lawed war as an instrument of 
international policy and to have 
been further implemented by the 
Stimson doctrine of 1932, which 
denied recognition to gains 
achieved wars of aggression. 

But the League of Nations was 
doomed when the United States 
refused to join. Despite the 
Kellogg pact and other treaties, 
the nations swiftly lapsed into 
the practices of classic power 
politics. 

If the system of collective se- 
a | promoted by the League 
of Nations was ever actually 
alive, it was killed by the Japa- 
nese attack on China and the 
Italian war against Abyssinia. 
The American declaration of 
neutrality of September 5, 1939, 
merely threw “a blinding light” 
upon the corpse. It was an 
acknowledgment that the sys- 
tem had totally collapsed.

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BILL FOR BIG SCIENTIFIC 
RESEARCH PROGRAM PASSED 
BY SENATE, SENT 10 HOUSE 


WASHINGTON, July 5 (AP). 


EGISLATION for a broad 
government backed pro- 
gram of scientific research 
and education has gone to the 
House stamped with Senate ap- 


proval. 

It calls for creating a na- 
tional science foundation under 
an administrator with wide 
discretion to make grants to 
colleges and other institutions 
for research, and to award 
scholarships to high school and 
college graduates giving prom- 
ise of scientific achievement. 

The measure, approved by a 
48-18 Senate roll call late 
Wednesday, authorizes appro- 
3 of “such sums as may 
e necessary“ to carry out its 
purposes. This has been vari- 
ously estimated from $40,000,000 
to $300, 000 a year. 

The administrator of the pro- 
gram would be appointed by 
the President and would re- 
ceive $15,000 a year. He in turn 
would appoint $12,000 a year 
heads for seven divisions: 

Mathematical and physical 
sciences: biological sciences; 
health and medical sgiences; 
national defense; engineering 
and technology; scientific per- 
sonnel and education, and pub- 
lications and information.

monster of undeclared war.” 

Under the various peace pacts, 
a state violating a treaty would 
commit an offense against in- 
ternational law but not a pun- 
ishable act. In practice, during 
several years prior to 1939 there 


ternational law regarding pro- 
hibited war. In international 
law as at present valid there 
is no effective distinction be- 
tween wars that are forbidden 
and those that are permitted. 

The concept of “crime” has 
no legal existence or meaning 
in international usage. The no- 
tion of “criminal conspiracy” 
under which several Nazi or- 
ganizations have been indicted 
collectively is peculiar to Anglo- 
American jurisprudence and is 
totally strange to the European 
Continent. 

The idea of prosecuting indi- 
viduals for international of- 
fenses is so startlingly novel 
that no one thought of indict- 
ing the Mikado for the in- 
vasion of Manchuria or Mus- 
solini for the assault on Abys- 
sinjia or Stalin for the attack 
against Finland. 

For materialistic interpreters, 
the recent conflict was the sec- 
ond phase of a process develop- 
ing under inexorable laws in 
which history ignored diplomatic 
and juridical formulas with su- 
preme indifference. 

His View of the Law.

It began with the “presidential 
cabinets” of Field Marshal von 
Hindenburg under Franz von 
Papen and Gen. Kurt von Schlei- 
cher. Hitler accelerated the pro- 
cess until he grasped not merely 
the administrative but all the leg- 
islative functions of the state. 

According to the speaker, Hitler 

ceased to be merely the man who 
leads and. became the man who 
commands—in other words, dic- 
tator. It was pointed out that 
democratic governments con- 
doned the Hitler-status up to the 
Polish war. The Third Reich was 
accepted until then as a legiti- 
mate member of the fraternity 
of nations. 
With perhaps an autobiographi- 
cal touch, Dr. Jahrreis said it 
was particularly difficult for a 
lawyer reared under a constitu- 
tional regime “to watch the slow 
and then ever more rapid disin- 
tegration of the guaranties of lib- 
erty, He never came to feel at 
home in this new order and al- 
ways stood half outside it. For 
that reason he probably knows 
more than others about the pe- 
cullarities of the subject. 

It was declared that Hitler “not 
only showed himself to be in- 
human in individual cases but 
simply outside the pale of what 
is human.” The Fuehrer was 
careful, said the lawyer, to hide 
his more brutal aspects from the 
German people as a whole and 
even from many of the Govern- 
ment’s hierarchy. Their revela- 
tion, he stated, has brought “sor- 
row and despair” to the German 
majority.

Power Not Absolute. 


Powers vested in the Authority 
would not be “absolute, unlimited 
or free from review.” In certain 
decisions the action of the agency 
would be final, in others not. This 
subject will be developed during 
discussion of the relation of the 
Atomic Development Authority to 
other United Nations groups, in- 
cluding the powerful Security 
Council, 

Of primary importance in con- 
trol functions, the Authority 
should receive frequent reports 
from all United Nations of results 
of research, new discoveries and 
levels of atomic material stock- 
piles, mines and other information. 
Plants, properties, records and 
operations in all countries should 
be subject to inspection’ by the 
Authority. 

With emphasis on the need for 
control at the source, it was ex- 
plained in the report: ) 

“Uranium is, so far as we know, 
the only substance occuring in 
nature in significant quantities 
which can maintain a chain re- 
action. Thorium in combination 
with uranium or its derivative 
plutonium, may well be useful in 
manufacturing chain-reacting, fis- 
sionable material. 

“Therefore we propose that the 
Authority exercise control over 
mining and processing of both 
uranium and thorium, so as to as- 
sure its ownership of stocks of 
both. There must be no possibility 
of diversion from the moment the 
ore is removed from the ground.” 

With that objective, the Author- 
ity should obtain full information 
on world supplies of atomic raw- 
stuff and seek new deposits. Ex- 
cept for stockpiles deemed safe 
from use for destructive purposes, 
all facilities for production of U- 
235, plutonium and other atomic 
products, should be held by the in- 
ternational body. 

Would Control Thefr Use. 


With the Authority having the 
sole right to manufacture fission- 
able materials, any attempt by 
others to carry on such operations 
would constitute a grave violation. 
Title to all fissionable materials, 
and final control over their use 
should remain at all times with 
the Authority. 

“The development of atomic 
energy for peaceful purposes fol- 
lows in much of its course a 
path parallel with the develop- 
ment of atomic weapons,” it was 
said, “Therefore, it is essential 
that the Authority have complete 
control of all operations which 
might facilitate atomic weapon 
production. This requires that the 
Authority also have the power to 
determine the dividing line be- 
tween ‘safe’ and ‘dangerous’ ac- 
tivities as new conditions demand. 

“Control of ‘dangerous’ activi- 
tles should be carried out to the 
greatest extent possible. An organ- 
ization actively carrying out an 
operation is in a much better 
position to prevent diversion of 
material than one which merely 
exercises inspection and policing 
functions; furthermore, while the 
Authority mist have full power 
to conduct such inspection and 
policing activities as are necés- 
sary, the fact that it alone carries 
on the critical operations will re- 
duce inspection to manageable 
scope, and render control of 


atomic energy less burdensome 


and irritating to nations and 
their citizens.” 

Exclusive control would not per- 
mit the Authority to produce or 
possess atomic weapons. The dis- 
posal of that phase is a matter for 
separate discussion. 

With the Authority empowered 
to license .others to work in the 
field of atomic development for 
peaceful purposes, it should en- 
courage Outsiders to conduct sci- 
entific research, lending neces- 
sary assistance: To assist in non- 
dangerous experiments directed 
toward useful applications of 
atomic energy, and to promote the 


“actual beneficial utilization of 


atomic energy.” It is obviously 
foresee at this time what all such 
uses may be. 

“One of these which has been 
discussed is the generation of 
power,” the report added. “In the 
operation of nuclear reactors for 
the production of plutonium, heat 
is produced in considerable quan- 
tities. The large reactors now in 
existence are not designed to 
operate at high enough tempera- 
tures to produce heat energy usa- 
ble as a source of power. How- 
ever, it seems possible that reac- 
tors for production of fissionable 
material might be so designed that 
they would produce usable power 
as a by-product. 

“Since the authority will own 
and operate all reactors producing 
‘dangerous’ amounts of fissionable 
material, it follows that the au- 
thority may itself become a pro- 
ducer of power. Power so pro- 
duced could be turned over or sold 
to existing or future power sys- 
tems for final distribution. This 
is a very complex problem. It 
would have to be done in accord- 
ance with principles contained in 
the charter and in conjunction 
with the geographical distribution 
of plants. 

“The authority may also be em-

Nevertheless, the changes—both 
involving profit formulas for 
manufacturers, wholesalers and 
retailers—were such that Senator 
Taft os gage the revision and an- 
nounced he would fight it on the 
Senate floor.

Taft's Critic of Change. 

Taft contended that the commit- 
tee had revised his manufacturers’ 
pricing formula to such an extent 
that the measure “now is Porter's 
bill.”

visions he sought, the old law 
might as well not have been 
amended at all, Taft asserted. 
He had insisted that producers, 
manufacturers and processors 
should be entitled to their prices 
during a prewar base period, plus 
average ,unit cost rises since. 
The committee accepted that 
general formula but, under Bark- 
ley's leadership, hedged it in with 


restrictions obnoxious to Taft. The 


committee said the ceilings should 
return on the average to the in- 
dustry in question, at least the 
average dollar price during 1940, 
plus the average increase in cost 
since. 


There were three principal ex- 
ceptions: 

1. Ceilings would be deemed 
in accord with the provision if 
on the average they equaled the 
average current cost of the item 
plus the industry’s average over- 
all profit margin on sales in the 
base period. 

2. If the ceiling on a product 
equaled its average current cost, 
OPA would not be required to 
raise it if it appeared that “a 
substantial expansion in the pro- 
duction or use of the item would 
not be practicable or would be 
practicable only by reducing the 
production of at least equally 
needed items.” 


3. The price administrator 
could be forced into granting— 
or denying—an adjustment in 
ceilings only on formal applica- 
tion of an industry advisory 
committee, accompanied by com- 
prehensive cost and price data. 
If he failed to make the re- 
guested adjustment within 60 
days, or denied it, the industry 
could petition tHe emergency 
Court of Appeals—an organiza- 
tion already existing specifically 
to hear price appeals. 


The revised amendment also 
would give the Price Administra- 
tor authority, in determining 
costs, to make “reasonable adjust- 
ments for conditions resulting 
1. abnormal volume of produc- 
tion.“ 

Taft took pointed exception to 
that provision. 

“That means,” he told reporters, 
“that after he figures the cost he 
says the industry ought to be 
producing more and cuts the fig- 
ures,” 

Taft called “even worse” the 
section that would not require 
adjustment of ceilings if it ap- 
peared that substantial expansion 
of production would be impracti- 
cable, Taft said that left the 
Price Administrator so much 
discretion that he wouldn’t be 
compelled to make any adjust- 
ments at all. 

The other major amendment, 
changing the pricing formula set 
up in the vetoed bill for whole- 
salers and retailers, also faced 
tough going in the Senate. Its 
author, Senator Wherry had served 


notice in advance he would fight 
any weakening of the provision. 

Where he had demanded that 
the dealers be given advantage of 
markups prevailing last Jan. 1, 
the committee changed the crit 
cal date to June 29. 

The President had called Taft's 
manufacturers’ amendment the 
“most damaging,” but rated the 
original Wherry, provision only 
slightly less dangerous to eco- 
nomic stability. 


Another Conflict About Meat. 


Barkley announced that while 
the new bill would revive OPA 
where the old law left off last 
Sunday midnight, the committee 
wrote in a clause stipulating that 
no civil or criminal actions may 
be filed as a result of any devia- 
tions from the June 30 ceilings in 
the period no price law existed. 

Otherwise, the vetoed bill was 
not changed in committee, It 
still contains a provision that 
automobile dealers must get their 
full prewar discounts, that sub- 
sidies on food must end next 
April 1, and that the Secretary of 
Agriculture can say what farm 
products are kept under price 
control. 


No one expects that Taft and 
Wherry will be the only Senators 
demanding changes on the Sen- 
ate floor. 

It is almost a certainty, for ex- 
ample, that an effort will be made 
to revive the old Senate clause 
prohibiting further controls over 
meat, poultry and dairy products. 
Taft claimed a temporary major- 
ity in favor of that in committee 
yesterday, but Barkley finally 
talked the members into rejecting 
it, 9 to 8.

WASHINGTON, July 5 (UP) — 
Secretary of Agriculture Anderson 
said today he would ask Congress 
for funds to make retroactive sub- 
sidy. payments to dairy producers 
who hold the price line until the 
fate of OPA is decided. 

He also renewed his plea to 
milk producers, handlers and pro- 
cessors to peg prices at former 
OPA ceilings until Congress acts 
on the new extension legislation. 
He said this would be in line with 
President Truman’s wishes. 

If the milk industry complies, 
he said, the Agriculture Depart- 
ment will “make every effort” to 
see that it receives the same profit 
margin it would get if subsidies 
still were in force.

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SCIENTISTS SAVE 
BIKINI RECORDS ON 
FLIGHT N STORM 


Order to Jump Disregard- 
ed When Cases Threat- 
en to Crash Through 
Plane’s Sides. 


PHILADELPHIA, July 5 (AP)— 
The story of a desperate fight by 
scieritists to keep vital records of 
the Bikini bomb test from being 
lost in a storm-tossed Army trans- 
port plane was related today by a 
reporter-passenger on the craft. 

“At one time we thought we 
would have to bail out and lose 
the records from Bikini,” said 
Alfred M. Klein, a staff corre- 
spondent for the Philadelphia 
Record. He said the big trans- 
port ran into a thunderstorm over 
Nebraska early yesterday. 

“The storm lasted about 30 min- 
utes,” ig eo adding in a 
copyrighted ry:

from their lashings. By holding 
down the boxes and steel cases 
with their bodies, they prevented 
them from crashing into the tail 
of the plane and ripping out the 
sides of our C-54.”

MacDonald of Boston University,

After passing the Rocky Moun- 
tains, Klein said, the plane en- 
countered a heavy thunderstorm. 
A sergeant named Montana came 
aft from the pilot’s compartment, 
he said, and ordered: “Everybody 
grab a parachute!” 

The sergeant went to the rear 
of the plane and opened the es- 
cape hatches, the story said. 
“But as they did so the boxes 
of instruments and records be- 
came loose, They started tumbling 
about the cabin. MacDonald, a 
husky man, threw himself on the 
first box to come loose. Haskins 
did the same; then Katz, then 
Gardiner and myself, 

“Don’t let em get away,” Mac- 
Donald said. ‘They'll rip out the 
sides of the plane and we won't 
have a chance.’ 

“We braced ourselves against 
the bucket seats, against each 
other—and that’s how we rode out 
the storm.” 

Klein said the plane’s flight 
after passing over Nebraska was 
normal, The ship landed at Day- 
ton, O., for minor motor adjust- 
ments and then continued to 
Washington. 

Photographs of the Bikin! test 
were unloaded at Wright Field, 
Ohio. Goddard quoted Dr. Karl 
Compton, president of the Massa- 
chusetts Institute of Technology, 
as saying the pictures were “of 
tremendous value.” Dr. Compton 
saw the films at Kwajalein. 

The pilot of the plane was Capt. 
Walter Ketron of Kingsport, 
Tenn., and the navigator, Lt.

Tells of Sudden Increase in 
Cosmic Rays, Stepped Up 


Fission of Atoms. 


LONDON, July 5 (UP)—A, Mos- 
cow radio broadcast said the Rus- 
sian scientist A. P. Zhdanov had 
reported that “some catastrophe in 
space” stepped up the fission of 
atoms by cosmic rays during the 
experiments late in 1942. 

Prof. Zhdanov, who recently was 
awarded the Stalin prize for his 
work on atomic fission by cosmic 
rays, reported on his observations 
at this week’s meeting of the 
Academy of Sciences of the 
U. S. S. R. 

“The method of thick layer pho- 
toplates proposed by Prof. Z. Mys- 
otsky of radio institute and fur- 
ther developed by Prof. Zhdanov 
has proven very effective,” Mos- 
cow radio said. 

“The fission of a nucleus by cos- 
mic rays is a rare phenomenon he 
(Zhdanov) pointed out. At sea 
level only five to six fissions per 
square centimeter of thick layer 
photoplate occurred. The number 
of fissions increases rapidly with 
greater height, however. 

“For instance, at 7000 feet it in- 
Creases approximately by 50 
times,” the broadcast said. 

“At the end of 1942 Zhdanov ob- 
served a sharp increase in the 
number of fissions produced by 
cosmic rays. This was apparently 
due to a considerable increase in 
the stream of cosmic rays result- 
ing from some catastrophe in 
space, i

TRUMAN HOLIDAY BRIGHTENED

Gen. Yoshusugu Tatekawa, was 
locked in a restaurant by the 
plotters, who thought he wanted 
to stop the attatk. 

Tatekawa, who wanted the 
army to go ahead with its plans 
for the attack anyway, whiled

Object Not Clear, but Con- 
spirators Hoped to Get S. S. 
Men Into Courtroom. 


FRANKFURT, Germany, July 5 
(UP)—American Army intelli- 
gence officers said extensive se- 
curity measures taken Nuernberg 
early this year were ordered to 
smash a Nazi attempt to sabotage 
the war crimes trial in conjunc- 
tion with an armed uprising in 
Bavaria. 

An Army intelligence operation 
called “Plan Valentine” was car- 
ried out after intelligence corps 
agents in Bavaria disclosed indi- 
catins that Nazi underground or- 
ganizations were planning their 
attack, informants said. 

Just what action the Nazis 
planned stillt is not known, but 
the agents learned of a plot to 
dress seven Nazi SS men in Amer- 
ican uniforms and get them inside 
the court building between Feb. 6 
and Feb. 20. 

Countermeasures were taken. 

(Last Feb. 4, Army authorities 
in Nuernberg, in commenting on 
a practice military alert of United 
States troops, denied reports of a 
Nazi attempt to free Herman 
Goering.)

Kido Diary Excerpts. 

Excerpts from the previously 
secret diary of Marquis Koichi 
Kido, war time keeper of the privy 
seal and the emperor’s closest ad- 
visor, were read to the tribunal 
explaining the emperor's position.

Even those who criticized the 
presidential decision praised the 
manner in which he made it 
known—through a special message 
to Congress, giving his reasons for 
the move. U ly a President 
sends such messages only when 
he vetoes a bill. 

The measure, as signed by Tru- 
man late Wednesday, makes it a 
felony to interfere with movement 
of goods in interstate commerce 
by “robbery or extortion” or by 
threats of violence. 

Its author, Representative 
Hobbs (Dem.), Alabama, said the 
chief purpose of the bill was to 


* 


the President as a. separate en- 
actment rather than as one pro- 
vision of the Case bill. The At- 
torney General stated that he en- 
tirely concurred with the Presi- 
dent’s conclusion that section 11 
of the Case bill would seriously 
have weakened the protection af- 
forded to labor by the Norris- 
LaGuardia Act and would cor- 
respondingly have crippled the 
specific exceptions contained in 
section 7 of the Case bill. The 
present act, standing alone, would 
not be subject to this objection. 

Previous Labor Laws Stand. 

Title II provides that nothing 
in the bill shall be construed to 
repeal, modify, or affect the Rail- 
ps Labor Act, the Norris- 
LaGuardia Act, the Wagner Act, 
and certain sections of the Clay- 
ton Act. The Attorney General 
informed the President that title 
II, and the bill as a whole, must 
be construed in the light of in- 
terpretive statements made dur- 
ing the Congressional debate on 
the measure. These statements, 
he said, indicate a clear legis- 
lative intent that the bill should 
not apply to legitimate union ac-

This bill corresponds in terms 
to section seven of H.R.4908, the 
Case bill, which I returned on 
June 11, 1946, without my ap- 
proval. In my message of June 
11, I stated that I was in full ac- 
cord xith the objectives of sec- 
tion seven of the Case bill. I 
added that “some question may 
arise from the fact that section 
seven omits from the orginal act 
the provision that it was not to 
be construed so as to ‘impair, di- 
minish or in any manner affect’ 
the rights of bona fide labor or- 
ganizations in lawfully carrying 
out the legitimate objects there- 
of.’ bal 

The measure now comes before 
me as a separate enactment, 
rather than as one provision of 
the Case bill. 

Section 11 of the Case bill se- 
riously weakened the protection 
afforded to labor by the Norris- 
LaGuardia act and corresponding- 
ly crippled tho specific exceptions 
conta led in section seven of the 
Case bill.

author of the act which gave the 
islands their independence. 

Truman Pledges U. 8. 


From Washington, President 
Truman sent a message in which 
he pledged that the United States 
would assist the Philippines Re- 
public “in every way possible.” 
The two nations, he said, would 
“be closely bound together for 
many years to come.” 

The ceremonies were centered 
around a * erected on the 
spot where Jose Rizal, famous 


freedom, was executed by ‘the 
Spaniards in 1896. 

The arrival of Gen. MacArthur 
caused the first major stir in the 
vast throng. His progress to the 
reviewing stand was interrupted 
by dignitaries and common folk 
eager to shake his hand, 

President Roxas made a tri- 
umphal entry to the presidential 
box on the stand. On his right arm 
was his wife and on his left was 
Mme. Aurora Quezon, widow of 
Manuel Quezon, first president of 
the Philippines commonwealth. 

McNutt Master of remonies. 

McNutt arrived with an Ameri- 
can guard of honor, With him 
were Mrs. McNutt and their 
daughter Louise. He acted as mas- 
ter of ceremonies for the Ameri- 
can section of the program. 

Prolonged applause greeted Sen- 
ator Tydings, who declared: 

“Though our governments may 
sever ties which for half a cen- 
tury bound us together, our gov- 
ernments can never alter or re- 
peal the history of Bataan and 
Corregidor, of Leyte, of Lingayen 
Gulf and Manila... .” 

As Gen. MacArthur stepped to 
the microphone, the crowd went 
wild. 

“Let history record this event 
in flaming letters as depicting a 
new height of nobility in the re- 
lationship between two separate 
and distinct peoples of the earth,” 
declared the general who liberated 
the Philippines. “Let history re- 
cord this event in the sweep of 
democracy through the earth as 
foretelling the end of mastery of 
peoples by power of force 
alone 

Crowds Cheer Gen. MacArthur. 

MacArthur’s 10-minute address 

was delivered in a firm voice 
which betrayed traces of emotion. 
A rising cheer came at the end of 
his salute to “this land and this 
people that I have known so long 
and loved so well.” 
As McNutt began his address a 
darkening sky yielded a light driz- 
zle which in 10 minutes had be- 
come a tropical downpour. The 
rain came down on ranking emis- 
saries of 50 or more nations whose 
resplendent goldbraid and cocked 
feathered hats contrasted with 
butterfly-winged Filipino dresses. 
Black parasols blossomed out 
among the white-uniformed girls 
of Philippine University, sitting 
directly in front of the stand. 

Lt. Manuel Deleon, an aid to 
Roxas, held an umbrella above 
McNutt as he read President Tru- 
man’s proclamation.

Closer Study 
Shows Bikini 
Bombs Power 


New Warship De- 
signs, Change in 
Naval Tactics, In- 
dicated as Vital.

BIKINI, July 5. 
ACH day in Bikini lagoon 
since the atomic bomb was 
dropped July 1 has made 
clearer the tremendous destructive 
power of the atomic weapon. 
The statement of Dr. Karl T. 
Compton, chairman of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff Evaluation Board, 
that this bomb damaged more 
ships than any bomb in history 
does not begin to indicate the 
difference between this weapon 
and previous types of weapons. 

The scientific evaluators have 
found that the bomb sank five 
ships, wrecked six others and 
damaged to some extent half of 
the 73 ships in the target area. 
Damage to superstructure is most 
impressive, These massive steel 
affairs are in many cases twisted 
into crumpled masses of steel, but 
boarding parties have found other 
equally impressive examples of the 
bomb's fury. Great steel doors, for 
example, are pulled off their 
hinges and twisted into weird 
shapes. 

But beyond all this remains 
the question of what would 
have happened to personnel in a 
real battle. The answer to this 
question depends on reading the 
scientific instruments scattered 
about the ships and studying the 
animals which were aboard the 
target ships. While there was 
great surprise to find so many of 
these animals stil) alive, it is by 
no means certain that they did not 
receive doses of radioactivity 
which will begin to show their 
effect in the next week or two.

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Rail Workers vs. Santa Fe 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Calvin Gatch, whose letter you printed 
Sunday, says St. Louis needs the Santa 
Fe. St. Louis has no more need for 
another railroad than it has for a water- 
ing trough at Twelfth and Olive. 

To a railroader or to any shipper or 
receiver of freight, his assertion that the 
Santa Fe would bring so much business 
to St. Louis that the Eastern railroads 
would have to start double-tracking is 
the height of nonsense. Another rail- 
road would not and could not create 
any more business here or through here. 
Does he think people would open new 


factories just so they could ship on that 


railroad? 

Yes, Chicago is a larger railroad cen- 
ter than St. Louis, and more people do 
go through there. But that is due to 
many factors which won't be changed 
by the addition of the Santa Fe. And, 
since St. Louis is the nation’s second 
largest rail center, those lines that have 
done so much to make it that are due 
consideration. So are their employes, 
who have long been taxpayers and good 
loyal St. Louisans. 

Mr. Gatch says we ought to welcome. 
the Santa Fe because it proposes to 
spend $5,000,000 improving the line be- 
tween Mexico and Kansas City. What 
good would that do St. Louis, and why 
talk about that anyway, when one rail- 
road alone which would be seriously 
hurt by the Santa Fe’s invasion has 
spent $37,000,000 improving its line be- 
tween here and Kansas City? 

Mr. Gatch says through cars won't do, 
that he wants the Chief and the Super 
Chief to run as solid trains between St. 
Louis and Los Angeles. He says the 
Santa Fe promises this. As a matter of 
fact, it hasn’t made any such promise, 
because no one would believe for a mo- 
ment that the Santa Fe would start its 
trains out of here and hook on cars 
from Chicago at Kansas City, The best 
it can promise is to run through cars, 
and that can be done just as well by 
any of the existing lines. 

Mr. Gatch is wrong again when he in- 
timates things are rosy for the railroads. 
They aren’t, as any of us who know can 
attest. Railroad employment is reduced 
when business drops off, and we ean re- 
fer him to plenty of people in St. Louis 
who already have been “bumped” be- 
cause of decreased traffic. 

Your editorial was absolutely correct, 
and tbe several thousand employes of 
the lines that are opposing the Santa 
Fe are more pl than they can tell 
Fou to see that the Post-Dispatch has 
the good sense to realize that another 
railroad would not help St. Louls. It 
would, however, seriously hurt those 
railroads now giving St. Louis good rail 

service and would throw a great many 
of us out of work. Mr. Gatch says he 
hopes you will “help get the Santa Fe 
into our back door,” but the Post- 
Dispatch, we note with pride, doesn’t be-

Taft housing bill? What about the McMahon 
bill for civilian co 1 of atomic energy? What 
of the British ? What of the La Follette- 
Monroney bill for reorganization of Congress? 

All four have passed the Senate. All four, 
thanks to the insidious intrusion of special-in- 
terest groups between Congress and the people 
by whose mandate Congress exists, are heavily 
dependent on public awareness and public pres- 
sure for survival. The British loan, which will 
reach the floor of the House on Monday, is in 
danger. The other measures are entered in a 
sweepstakes with the date of adjournment, and 
Washington odds are heavy against them. 

It is folly to believe that the American people, 
although temporarily distracted by inflationary 
threats, are willing to let their House of Repre- 
sentatives go home, leaving these issues in limbo. 
Congress has misjudged the national humor be- 
fore, and recently enough for the memory to 
burn a little. 

The clamorous cry to “Save OPA” that rose 
two months ago was stilled by the wave of 
strikes. As the gentlemen on Capitol Hill are 
learning now, however, the demand for price 
control is no léss determined for lacking repre- 
sentation among the high-priced, high-pressure, 
high-flying lobbyists who find the halls of Con- 
gress so hospitably accessible. 


Three Willful Men 


The demand for a long-range housing program 
to clear our slums, aid our veterans, stimulate 
private production and carry the fight on dis- 
ease, crime and juvenile delinquency to its 
shameful breeding grounds is just as deter- 
mined. 

Yet the answer to it is threatened by three 
stubborn, willful men in the House Banking and 
Currency Committee. Three Republicans, Craw- 
ford of Michigan, Smith of Ohio and Buffett of 
Nebraska, served notice on their colleagues that 
they would use every possible delaying device 
to “make trouble” for the Wagner-Ellender-Taft 
bill. ; 

They have forced committee adjournment by 
calling quorum. They have refused to support 
the customary unanimous-consent motion per- 
mitting a committee to sit while the House is 
in session, Mr. Smith, who can see no differ- 
ence between public housing and Communism,

housing program cannot be just or successful” 
unless Congress passes the long-range supple- 
mentary measure. 

Ironically, there is no doubt that the bill 
would ride to easy victory—if it ever gets to the 
floor. 

The Only Change 

Willfulness and ignorance are equally ascend- 
ant in the case of the British loan. With four 
days of debate scheduled, modified filibustering 
tactics have been promised by 74 Republicans 
and one Progressive. Representative Rich (Rep.), 
Pennsylvania, has set the tone—raising the ques- 
tion of “giving” billions to Britain. 

The loan passed the Senate, 46 to 34, after 
months of debate. At that time, the.heart of 
the issue, our own national self-interest. in the 
freest possible world trade, was spelled out ABC 
‘for all to comprehend. Nothing has changed 
since then—not the importance of the loan as 
a keystone in the Bretton Woods structure, not 
the destitution of Britain, not the American ex- 
port economy dependent on it. The only change 
is in public concentration, for the moment, on 
another matter, which invariably acts as a 
smokescreen to the maneuvers of isolationists. 
And the McMahon bill was reported out by 
the House Military Affairs Committee this week. 
What Chairman Andrew May and a handful of 
myopic conferees have done to the original is 


best described by Senator McMahon himself. 


They agreed, the Sénator said, “to cripple, to 


~ emasculate and to pervert the whole intent of 


„„ « the atomic energy bill which vou, the 
American people, have demonstrated in no un- 
certain terms is the bill you want and need.” 


A Historic Principle 


The American Revolution was fought to give 
government and the making of policy into the 
hands of civilians, to free it from the stultify- 
ing, undemocratic control of those whose busi- 
ness is making war. May and company have suc- 
ceeded, in the case of atomic energy, so filled 
with potentialities for human progress as well 
as human destruction, in amending the McMahon 
bill to put policy back where it has never be- 
longed—under the domination of the military. 


The measure will reach the floor in a week 
or more. Unless it is restored to its original 
intent by amendment, it may be stuck in con- 
ference committee until adjournment. That 
means that the military would continue to rule 
the atom until next year, and Mr. Baruch and 
Mr. Byrnes would have neither policy nor atomic 
good will to barter with. 

Reorganization of Congress founders, in the 
House, on the same dreary shoals of reaction, 
ignorance and distortion of the public welfare, 
almost certain of defeat by the very forces it 
seeks to democratize. 

It is a question, then, whether Congress is 
willing to let a few specialists in public dis- 
service rule the roost between now and ad- 
journment. There will be something tragi-comie 
in the spectacle if, while OPA takes the center 
of the legislative stage, one or more of these 
long-range issues is forced quietly, as in the 
Shakespearean stage direction to “Exit, pursued 
by a bear.” ; 

The bogy of inflation, so real, and so related 
to companion issues which are fighting the ad- 
journment deadline, will have chased the others 
into 1947. 


Broad Probe of the May Scandal 


The Department of Justice is moving with a 
praiseworthy sense of responsibility in ordering 
an FBI investigation to follow up the disclosurés 
by the Senate War Investigating Committee that 
Chairman May of the House Military Committee 
high-pressured the Army into awarding millions 
of dollars in war contracts to profiteering manu- 
facturers in Illinois. 

The FBI inquiry should be as broad as the 
Senate Committee’s own investigation, and 
Chairman Mead intends to widen the scope of 
his study by looking into reports that seem to 
make Secretary of War Patterson a party to the 
lobbying inside the Government. 

A War Department memorandum that has just 
been brought to light says May put pressure on 
Patterson and Patterson put pressure on the 
Army. If that is true, the Secretary should be 
made to bear his share of the blame. If it is 


not true, the suspicion should be removed from. 


In either event, only a relentless 
investigation will determine the facts.

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Laclede's Disservice 

The Laclede Gas Light Co. has done the eity 
a distinct disservice in making g contract with 
the Koppers Co. for the sale of coke to operate 
a blast furnace. This coke would otherwise have 
been available to domestic users in St. Louis. 
The action of Laclede is described by James L. 
Ford Jr., chairman of the St. Louis Smoke 
Elimination Committee, as “a body blow to the 
cause of smoke elimination.” 

The loss of the coke comes on top of the loss 
to St. Louis of other smokeless fuels. The city 
is faced with a possible deficierfcy of 468,000 


tons of such fuels, or about half the total amount 


used last year. 

Laclede’s defense is that the Koppers Co. was 
ordered by the Civilian Production Administra- 
tion to open another blast furnace to relieve the 
shortage of pig iron, and it considered it a duty 
of the company to make the coke available. 

There is a question of values here. However 
urgent the pig iron situation may be, it is of 
vital importance to this community that it main- 
tain its smokeless record. This affects the com- 
fort and health of a million people. Where was 
Laclede’s sense of civic responsibility in mak- 
ing the deal with Koppers without notifying the 
Mayor, Mr. Ford or the Smoke Commissioner? 

If the city had been put on notice, it could 
have carried its case to the Civilian Production 


Administration, just as in the past it has suc- - 


cessfully appealed to Washington for the fuels 
it needs. Even during wartime, St. Louis’s need 
for smokeless coal was recognized and provided 
for by official Washington. 

We hope President Wade Childress of Laclede 


kinds a way of undoing an action so harmful to 


this city.

American Communists have spun their program five times in past 
seven years, article says; object is to keep abreast of Soviet foreign 
policy; new party line was handed out in Paris; it ends spirit of 
Teheran and united front, in return to theory of class struggle.

Five major turns were required of the 
Communist party in the past seven years 
to keep’ abreast of Soviet foreign policy. 


In the period before the Russian-German 
invasion of Poland, when Russia itself felt 
the pressure of Germany’s aggressive in- 
tent, the prime strategy of the Communist 
partv in the United States and of the Com- 
munist International was based on broad 
anti-Fascism—the era of the “Popular 
Front.” 


When the Nazi-Soviet pact was signed 
and World War II began, anti-Fascism was 
dropped and the prime strategy in the Unit- 
ed States became isolationism (against the 
draft, pro-strike, and with a slogan of “the 
Yanks are not coming“). 

When Germany attacked Russia, the Com- 
munist party turned suddenly again to anti- 
Fascism, advanced an all-out war drive 
(“The Yanks are not coming too late”), 
supported aid to Russia and Britain, the 
draft, no-strike pledges, war and the prime 
strategy until the Big Three meeting at 
Teheran was believed to have settled the 
second front, 


Clasping Hands With Capital 


After Teheran, at which Allied war in- 
terests appeared to be fused, the prime 
strategy became an over-all war and post-

“in low cotton“ —he stirred the fires of racial 
hatred. ) 

Ninety-seven thousand Mississippians were 
fooled by it.

Earl Browder showed the capacity of the 
Marxist mind to subordinate means to ends 
in a speech in January, 1944, when he said, 
“We must be prepared to give the hand 
of co-operation and fellowship to everyone 
who fights for the realization of this coali- 
tion (Big Three agreement at Teheran). If 
J. P. Morgan supports this coalition and 
goes down the line for it, I, as a Com- 
munist, am prepared to clasp his hand on 
that and join with him to realize it.” 


But Stalin abandoned the spirit of Tehe- 
ran, and the Communist parties throughout 
the world had to follow. The party’s change 
in line was as spectacular as it was awk- 
ward. The signal came from France, not 
Moscow. The old Comintern is officially 
dead, and Paris, headquarters of the 
French party, strongest in the world out- 
side Russia, is used as the transmitting 
station to international Communism. 


Without warning, Jacques Duclos, French 
Communist leader, after a visit to Moscow, 
blasted Browder’s Teheran position in a 
French Communist magazine that reached 
here in May, 1945, and designated Foster 
as the true party leader. On May 20, the 
Daily Worker hailed Browder on his fifty- 
fourth birthday as “Our Great Leader.” On 
May 22, the New York World-Telegram 
broke the Duclos letter. On May 24, the 
Daily Worker published it. 


Warmongers and Red-Baiters 


The Duclos statement, source document 
of the Communist party’s new policy, served 
to notify the Communist parties of the 
world of their new international position: 
the new prime strategy would be to sup- 
port Russian expansion by designating 
United States and British resistance as im- 
perialistic, and to attack, harass, embar- 
rass, confuse and divert the governments 
and the capitalist economies of those coun- 
tries internally. 


In the light of the return to the Marxist- 
Leninist theory of Class struggle and im- 
perialism, World War II, formerly a “war 
of liberation,” is reinterpreted as just an- 
other capitalist-imperialist war, putting the 


onus for. postwar troubles on the United 
States and Britain. 


The late Franklin Roosevelt’s adherence 
to basic capitalism is indicated, as against 
a former emphasis on his progressiveness, 
His policies (not yet denounced) have been 
abandoned by Truman, whose “get-tough- 
with-Russia” policy is the result of his be- 
ing captured by United States monopolists. 


On the international scene, Great Britain 
is the most prominent target. Churchill is 
a warmonger; Foreign Secretary Bevin is 
a Soviet-baiter. Communist anti-British 
propaganda takes concrete form in opposi- 
tion to the British loan and capitalizes on 
American anti-colonial sentiment, 


New Slogans for “Vanguard” 


Since anything that weakens United 
States influence abroad is to Russia's in- 
terest, the Communists oppose a peacetime 
draft and an Army of consequence and 
favor withdrawal of troops from abroad 
(‘The Yanks are coming home”). 


In domestic politics, the Communist party, 
shy for a number of years, is to be brought 
forward openly as the “vanguard party,” 
and when other political fronts fail, it may 
run its own candidates in elections. The 
party is to make itself conspicuous in labor 
disputes. Communist coffee is to be served 
on the picket line. 


Candidates for the 1946 elections will be 
indorsed in the old way on the basis of 
foreign policy and Political Action Commit- 
tee designations. A Communist-initiated 
third party is scheduled for the 1948 elec- 
tion, based on an avowed Leninist class 
strategy called a “labor-democratic” coali- 
tion. 


Thus the anti-capitalist third-party per- 
spective promises a break with Democratic 
party leaders like Wallace and the pro- 
Truman Sidney Hillman, chief of the Politi- 
cal Action Committee. Political fireworks 
are not just in the offing: the anti-Truman 
blast prepared by Lee Pressman, CIO coun- 
sel, after the line changed; caused e 
rassment to both Hillman and Philip Mur- 
ray. | 


Kickback in Trade Unions 


In labor, at least, the new party line 
has brought a strong kickback. The schism 
between the Communists and old-line CIO 
trade-unionists such as James Carey, Alan 
Haywood, Van Bittner, John Brophy, 
John Green, Emil Rieve has widened. In 
the CIO union drive in the South, Com- 
munists have been told to stay out. 


The end of the Communist move is not 
in sight. Its future course might be left 
or right, depending upon the requirement of 
the Soviet Union. The line is closer to 
hammer and tongs than to hammer and 
sickle, 


Should Russia be forced to. backtrack on 
its aggressive foreign policy, the line in 
the United States might swerve again. 
Browder’s personal mission to Moscow gives 
credence to reports that Soviet leaders are 
not of one mind on international affairs. 
Could Duclos be made the next scapegoat, 
and with him Foster?

The Mews is a set of 10 stables, “each 
with a three-room flat above réached by a 
steep iron stairway outside,” and originally 
housing the “carriage-horses, 
and other respectable dependents of the 10 
houses in Albion Place,’ where the Culvers 
once lived. Respectable no longer, the Mews 
is a slum when Adelaide arrives to share 
Henry Lambert’s chaotic quarters.

She 
has a more satisfying life than Sophia, for 
at story’s end she is content in memories 
of a rich experience, a regenerated Mews, 
and an enterprise in which inherent digni- 
ty has mingled with pure delight. 

Three generations crowd “Britannia 
Mews” with incidents and individuals, amid 
them—and encompassing them—the Mews 
itself, as much a state of mind, a way of 
life, an island of independence, as a place 
of plebeian masonry, polished cobbles and 
pungent Pub. Henry James to the contra- 
ry, it takes an Englishman to draw the 
English; and Miss Sharp has drawn well, 
in language crisp, trenchant and racy. This

feeling in this country that international agreements which cannot 
be enforced will give a false sense of security and are therefore 


worse than none at all. His remarks have been widely applauded 


in this country. Yet his treatment 


of the problem of the veto showed 


little evidence that he had investigated it thoroughly or had chosen 


his words carefully. 


For while his words imply that 
the United States is opposed to the 
principle of the veto, the American 


do not ratify the treaty, 
not cease to manufacture 
atomic bombs, we shall not place 
our atomic plants in the hands of 
any international authority, we

atomic energy without our con- 
sent. The power to prevent some- 
from happening by with- 
holding consent is the veto. In the 
case of atomic energy, the Ameri- 
can veto is unique and absolute. 
Every sovereign state has the 
legal right not to be bound by a 


or Brazil refuses to ratify, it would 
still be legal and feasible for other 
nations to make a treaty for the 
international control of atomic 
energy. China and Brazil have no 
present prospect of making atomic 
bombs. But if the United States 
refuses to ratify, international 
control will have been vetoed ab- 
solutely. For the United States has 
at present a monopoly of the 
bombs, stockpiles and plants 
which the international control 
would have to control, 

Now Mr. Baruch, as our repre- 
sentative, not only has no slight- 
est intention of surrending this 


of agreements, laws and treaties, 
but when they are made, there 
can be no veto of anything which 
is by agreement the law of that 
thing. Obstruction, resistance, 
non-enforcement, are then not the 
veto power but law-breaking. 

Obviously Mr. Baruch was 
thinking of what would happen to 
the atomic treaty, first, if in ad- 
ministering it the Russians al- 
ways said “no” as they have so 
often in recent months, and, sec- 
ond, if after ratifying the treaty, 
they conspirdd secretly to make il- 
legal atomic weapons, 

The first difficulty can best be 
met in the treaty itself—by taking 
every care before it is ratified that 
the rights, duties and powers are 
as definite and clear as language 
can make them—and by providing 
—I should suggest—for judicial in- 
terpretation of any point in the 
treaty about which disputes may 
arise subsequently among the di- 
rectors and managers of the 
Atomic Development Authority. 

The trouble we have had with 
the Yalta and the Potsdam decla- 
rations teaches us that ambiguous, 
hastily improvised generalities are 
to be avoided like the pest. The 
drafting of this treaty should be 
done with exhaustive care by an 
international commission of jurists 
and scientific men. 

In so far as they can write a 
treaty which effectively says what 
it means, and exactly how con- 
flicts of interpretation are to be 
resolved, the treaty, when rati- 
fied, will in that degree be un- 
controlled by the veto power. 
When a treaty exists, and where 
it is explicit, there can be no 
veto power. 


Analogy With Constitution. 


There can be only open re- 
bellion or secret conspiracy, Mr. 
Baruch's remarks are addressed 
to these eventualities: 

There must be no veto to 
protect those who violate their 


American veto; on the contrary, solemn agreements not to develop 


he intends to use it for all it is 
worth to induce the other govern- 
ments to agree to a treaty which 
— judge to be good enough not to 
veto. 

We intend to use our veto 
as a diplomatic instrument to ob- 
tain what we believe will be a con- 
structive and beneficent treaty. 
That being our intention, and an 
altogether honorable intention, 
what is the good of concealing and 
confusing it by talking as if the 
veto—the principle of unanimous 
consent among sovereign states— 
were a peculiar device which, but 
for the Russians, we should gladly 
abolish? 


A Treaty Is Wanted. 
What we really want is not to 


or use atomic energy for de- 
structive purposes, | 

This statement rests, I submit, 
on a misunderstanding of the rule 
of unanimity in the Charter. 
There is no “veto to protect those 
who violate their solemn agree- 
ments.” 

The problem of what to do with 
a great power which violates a 
solemn agreement was thoroughly 
considered in drafting the Char- 
ter. The conclusion of those who 
studied the problem was the same 
as that reached by the authors 
of the American Constitution: 
that no great and sovereign power 
will sign an agreement saying 
that the other nations may make 
war against it, and yet that no 
agreement can prevent them from 
waging war against it if they 


abolish the veto but to persuade think they must and believe they 


the Russians to agree to a treaty 
which they and we can and will 
ratify. The treaty itself cannot be 
made extept by the. unanimous 
consent of the leading industrial 
powers. But if they ratify this 
treaty, they will have consented to 
the abrogation of the veto on any 
subject about which the treaty is 
clear and definite. 

If the treaty says that only 
the International Atomic Devel- 
opment Authority may mine and 
own uranium and thorium, no 
government which has ratified the 
treaty can thereafter veto the 
monopoly of the authority. Why 
should there be any confusion on 
this point? The President has the 
right to veto a bill, just as every 
mation has the right to veto the 
treaty. 

But if the bill becomes law, 
the President cannot then con- 
tinue to veto its administration.

It is not true, as Mr. Baruch 
implied, that the Charter pro- 
tects” great powers who violate 
solemn agreements, The Charter 
is silent on what may and must 
be done if a great power violates 
a solemn agreement as our Con- 
stitution is silent on what the 
Federal Government may and 
should do if states secede or 
nullify Federal law. P 

The two documents are silent 
for the very good reason that the 
only thing that can be done is 
to make war. The law-breaker 
cannot prevent such a war by 
the use of a veto, and for the 
law-abiding power the war would 
be not one bit easier to wage if 
there were no veto, The thing Mr. 
Baruch wants was omitted from 
the Charter because it would have 
injected a useless and deceptive

T. Helvering of Kansas died early 
yesterday in Doctors Hospital 
after an illness of three weeks. He 
was 68 years old. 


Helvering had undergone a se- 
ries of operations while here, the 
first on June 11, another on June 
19. He was commissioner of in- 
ternal revenue during the first ten 
years of President Franklin D. 
Roosevelt's administration. His 
appointment came after he had 
taken a leading role in the 1932 
campaign which won the Demo- 
cratic presidential nomination for 
the New Yorker. At that time, 
Helvering was the party’s Kan- 
sas chairman, 


Helvering resigned as revenue 
commissioner in 1943 to accept ap- 
pointment by President Roosevelt 
to the Kansas judgeship. For six 
years, 1913 to 1919, he was a Kan- 
sas representative in Congress. 
Helvering was born at Felicity, O. 
After attending the University of 
Kansas, he was graduated from 
the University of Michigan in 1906, 
He began practice of law at Marys- 
ville, Kan., in that year.

Theodore W. Noyes, editor of the 
Washington Star for 38 of his 88 
years, died at his home yesterday 
of infirmities of age.

Petra also took the second set, 
6-4, as Brown experienced a 
streak of wildness, Many of his 
shots to Petra’s backhand missed 
the backline. 

Brown rallied to win the third 
set, 9-7, and get back into the 
match. He broke Petra’s service 
in the sixteenth game, scoring a 
placement for the final point as 
Petra sprawled on the ground be- 
hind the baseline. 

Brown also won the fourth set, 
7-5, in a dramatic comeback to 
square the match at two sets each, 
Petra reached match point in the 
tenth game, but couldn't bring it 
off.

Besides, we have gigantic pri- 
vate plants like Ford, Dupont, Boeing, U.S. Steel, General 
Motors, General Electric and thousands of others that fur- 
nished us with bombing planes, tanks, guns and ships for win- 
ning the war. And we also furnished them to Russia and 
Great Britain! Incidentally, Communists rode triumphantly 
into the Balkans on American tanks and trucks. 

But did our boys ride anywhere triumphantly on Russian 
tanks and trucks?

INCE beans are a rich pro- 
8 tein food, they play alternate 
to meat in a most satisfying 
way. The three secrets to making 
a fine pot of beans is to have a 
recipe and not get discour- 
aged in following it to the letter. 
That long slow baking is essential 
for the tenderness and quality of 
really good beans. And beans 
ought to look soft and moist when 
finished—moist enough to have 
just enough thick bean gravy to 
bind the beans together. Mashing 
a few of the beans when about 
three-fourths done and ret 
to the pot does this trick. 
Old-Fashioned Baked Beans. 
Pick over and wash 2 pounds 
dried navy beans th ghiy, Add 
2 quarts cold water, cover, heat 
to boil and simmer for 30 
minutes. Drain but do not discard 
the liquid. Place one medium on- 
ion, sliced, in bottom of bean 
or a i10-cup~ casserole. Combine 
one tablespoon salt, four teaspoons 


brown sugar, one-half cup mo- 
lasses, one-quarter cup tomato 
catchup, and one-sixteenth tea- 
spoon black pepper and turn into 
the bean 7 dd the beans and 
enough hot drained liquid or water 
to cover (about two and one-half 
cups). Arrange one-half pound salt 
pork, sliced, on top, cover and 
bake in a 250 degree F. oven for 
8 to 10 hours. After 6 hours, re- 
move pork slices from top, remove 
two cups of beans and mash. 
Then stir into the remaining beans 
carefully. Return pork slices to 
top of dish, cover and continue to 
bake. Add additional het bean 
liquid or water as needed. Beans 


should be just covered with liquid. 


Remove cover one hour before end 
of cooking time to allow salt pork 
to brown. Serves 10 to 12.

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Some Thought He Was a Hard Man 


Orus Gates' Will Proved to Everybody but His Relatives That He Wasn't

* TUSCOLA, IIL. July 4 
RUS E. GATES had no child of 
his own, but there was pity in 
his heart for crippled children, 
He labored his ere in Pose 
fields, laying up the treasure tha 
they yielded. When, fittingly, 
death took him as he toiled, it was 
found that he had left his $185,000 
estate to the Shriners’ Hospital for 
Crippled Children in St. Louis 
rather than to his nearest of kin. 
And people said Orus Gates had 
died as he had lived, a lonely man 
but an independent man, asking no 
favors and bestowing his bounty 
as suited him best. 
Orus Gates, born to the soil, 
nored it as the foundation of 
the family fortunes and magnified 
it as the source of his own pros 
perity, true to the tradition of the 


Gateses and the Nelsons who were 


his ancestors. It was his Grand- 


father Nelson, on his mother's side, 


who came as a settler and took up 
Government lands nearly a hun- 
dred years ago. It was his father, 
Perry Gates, who came to live on 
the land when he married Nelson's 
daughter and lived there ever after 
on what were known as the Nelson 
and Gates sections, There Was a 
colony of the two families, The 
district school, near by, was named 
after old man Nelson. The com- 
munity cemetery is filled with the 
headstones of the Nelson and 
Gates dead. 

Orus, though the youngest of 
Perry Gates’s sons, was the one 
who stayed closest to the soil and 
helped his father most. Planning 
to be of more help, he went 
through the University of Illinois 


and came out with an engineer's 


degree that qualified him to 
mechanize farming as he thought 
it should a 4 


WO of Perry Gates's sons were 
T accidentally killed, so when he 
made his will he divided his 
more than 800 acres between Orus 
and his older brother Leslie. For 
Orus the death of his father and 
the taking over of his heritag’ was 
a challenge to him to become, 
on his own account, the master 
farmer that he had aspired to 
be. The farm was further mech- 
anized. A brick bungalow had 
been built across the road from 
the old homestead. There he lived 
alone, for he was a bachelor, and 
supplied himself with every con- 
venience. 
Bachelors were the rule in the 
Gates family. Leslie was the only 
one of the sons who married. 
Orus’s interest was all in his farm 
and the fine machinery that he 
bought and the complete machine 
shop that he fitted up. He had an 
eye for beauty, though, and after 
a time took up photography. He 
traveled much, usually in his own 
expensive car, and carried with 
him fine cameras, bringing back 
photographs of the beautiful 
scenes that he visited, filling his 
house with them. 
Such interests took the place 
of social life for him, Some people 
thought he was a hard man, 


though he was anonymously gener- 


ous on occasion. He was a forth- 
right, plain-spoken man who had 
few friends and made some ene- 
mies that he ignored. He kept 
alive his interest in the university, 
always attending the home-

associates were mostly mechanics 
whose services he sometimes re- 
quired and whose skill be ad- 
mired. These were his guests at

IS interest in crippled children 
began when, long ag6, he hired 
a housekeeper who was the 
mother of a crippled boy. As a 
Mason he knew of the Shriners’ 
Hospital and on a generous im- 
pulse he sent the child there for 
the healing that was not to be 
had elsewhere. Later he became 
interested in a crippled girl at 
the village of Pesotum, near by, 
and sent her, too, The visits that 
he made to the hospital deepened 
his interest and the purpose of 
giving his estate to the hospital 

was born in his heart.

My Day -

HYDE PARK, Thursday. 

HE Fourth of July, when we 

celebrate our freedom, has 

made me want to urge my 
readers to become familiar with 
Howard Fast’s “The American,” 
which I am just about half way 
through. Mr. Fast’s book is the 
story of Pete Altgeld, but it 
might be the 2 of many 
another man during the Civil War 
and after. It is also the story of 
the organization of the little man, 
the man who works with his hands 
for small returns. 

As we look back at those days, 
I think we can get some — 
tion and satisfaction, for the little 
man, through his sacrifices and 
his organization, has made gains. 
He still has to sacrifice and still 
has to organize. Thank God, he 
has had some big men with him 
from the start. 

The liberty which we celebrate 
on July fourth is not as yet fully 
attained. The four freedoms we 
pledged ourselves to strive for in 
the Atlantic Charter are not fully 
attained at home or abroad. Who 
can say here in our wonderful 
count that we have freedom 
from fear—either the fear of ag- 
gression or the fear of want? Who 
can gay that we have real freedom 
of religion, so that all men can 
declare their beliefs and feel there 
will be no discrimination against 
them because of those beliefs? 
Many of us forget the long fights 
and the leadership that individuals 
have given in order to advance 
every forward step; and it is good 
when a book of kind is writ- 
ten, in which the story of a man 
and his development is laid before 
us, and with it a picture of his 
times, so that we get a perspective, 

There is one point in the book 
I hope no one will miss. That is 
the fact that the gentle reform- 
ers—those of us who talk about 
doing things slowly, who are will- 
ing to face the truth about con- 
ditions and to talk about them, 
but who are rarely willing to take 
the risk of being the leaders in, 
the action that brings change— 
are with us today as of old. We 
are not always as wise ds Pete 
Altgeld in recognizing the time 
when a trend is on, and often 
before the trend exists there have 
to be men like Parsons—one of 
the labor leaders who had been 
falsely accused and hung after 
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the Haymarket bombings — to 
awaken other men’s consciences. 

The speech of his wife, Lucy 
Parsons, could be addressed to 
many of us reformers today.

to build and create it, and it is 
this society that makes the crim- 
inal,” she cries.

He sees your ethics, 
which are the ethics of wild 
beasts, and yet you jail him be- 
cause he uses those ethics. And 
if-the workers unite to fight for 
food, or a better way of life, you 
jail them too, And the sop to 
your conscience is reform, always 
reform.”
